cose.. Every move he made, Jones 
said, was at the* dictation of Patrick. 
His memory of meetings and conversa- 
tions with Patrick was remarkable ft 
its clearness, For over a year Jones 
has been in confinement preparing f->•' 
this confession and the story was giv- 
en on the stand with hardiy any oh 
lections from the defense. Jones has 
had evident coaching on the rules or 
evidence for when he was interrupted 
for repeating conversation between 
himself and Rice, he would turn to th? 
recorder and say "If your honor please 
I repeated all of this conversation with 
Rice to Mr. Patrick later." 


So he continued with the amazing 


story of the complex crime, which was 
the loadstone and maget 'to bring 
scores of people to the court this 
morning.
